prove, with Quotations from a Thouſand Au- 
thors, that hie was formerly the Egyptian Anubis. 
_ HoweveR, tho' her Ladyſhip could not be 
 Efatifted in her Deſires of embalming him, ſhe 
had him buried, with great Funeral Solem- 
nity, in her Garden, and erected over him an 
elegant Marble Monument, which was inſcribed 
with the following Epitaph, by one of the great- 
eſt Elegiac Poets of the preſent Age.
